A DL0W AT AMERICAN LABOR. 

A', H Y„rk Press.— It will be elghteeu 
months or two years, they say, before 
the Cleveland-Wilson Tariff bill, to be 
prepared at some "quiet seashore re- 
treat," can go into effect, but in the 
meantime tho Administration will in- 
cidentally break down any industry, or 
part of any industry, that it can. It has 
just given a blow to the pearl button 
industry as established, by ruling that 
imported pearl button blanks, not 
drilled, shall be assessed at 40 per ceut. 
ml valorem, which is a large reduction 
from the present rate. 

The McKinley Law gave pearl buttons 
a specific duty for the protection of tho 
American button industry, and admitted 
to the free list simply the crude pearl 
shells that we do not find in tho United 
States. Tho whole process of making 
pearl buttons is about IMKper ceut. labor, 
and nearly all baud labor at that; but 
very little romaius to be done by Ameri 
can labor after these button blanks, tho 
product of cheap labor in Bohemia, are 
admitted at an ad valorem rate. Till tho 
Wilson bill is ready, Mr. Cleveland will 
kindly permit American labor to drill 
tho holes.
